He Killed His Wife and Two
Littlo Children.

Citizens of Turnersvlllo, Conn,, Enraeod at
the Terrible Deed.

The Murderer Nays His Wife and Children
llnd Agreed to" I)lr, and Ho Wns lo
Havo Died With Them Craxy Drank nt
the Time "Do What Yon Plrnae With
Me." The Little Ones Choked to Death.

TunttisnviLLz, Conn., Nov. 3. John Hodol,

a recident of this villago, shot and killed his
wife and set fire to his house this morning,
Beforo the firo could bo controlled Hodol's
two children wero smothered to death.

Tho first intimation that tho peoplo of tho
quiot littlo village had of tho occurrcnca was
tho appearanco of sinoko from tho roof and
window s of Hodol's house. An alarm was at
onco sounded. Mou ran through tho villago
crying "Firo!" nnd calling for tho formation
of a. bucket brigade. All the citizens ran to put
out tho fire. Tho post-offic- o and places of
business woro loft to take caro of themsolvos.

Tho first men to reach the house' with axes
and buckets of water mado tho startling ry

that Mrs. Hodel had bocn murdered.1
The oxcilemont grow into fronzy.

In tho midst of tho confusion Bomo ono
cnllod out that the children wero missing. A
searohvias mado without result. When tho
fire had been brought undor control so that
men could go through all the rooms tho two
children wero found smothered to death.

The Indignation against Hodel grow into
an almost uncontrollable race. Hot-heade- d

men wanted to lynch him without dolay.
Tho town constable with a posso of angry

men, found Hodol and placed him under
arrest. A few cool-heade- d men prevented
any outbreak of violence against him. Hodol
was thoroughly frightened.

As Turnorvillo is a villago of fewer than
100 peoplo, the triplo tragedy put a Bton to
all oorts of work and business for the day.
The villago is on tho Air Lino Railroad,
about twenty miles east of Portland. It
is In Tolland County, and is

by farms. A
branch of tho Connecticut River runs by the
villago. Tho people aro prosperous, peace-lovin- g

farmers, whoso only diversion is tho
discussion of politics at tho post-offic- e.

Word was sent down to Portland asking
for tho services of tho Tolland County Cor-
oner to tako charge of the house and the
dead body. Tho Sheriff was notified of tho
arrest of Hodel.

Hodel in a silk weaver in the employ of P.
W. Xurnor & Co., of Turnervillo. Ho' is
thirty-fiv- e years of ago. Ho wont to bed
crazy drunk last night. He aroso very early
this morning and killed his wife with a shot-
gun.

Tile two childron, who were smothered,
were asleep in bod. They were three and six
yoars of age.

Many Portland peoplo took the first train
to Tumerville.

Tiio Coroner will view the bodies to-da-y

Hodel states that he had made an agree-
ment with his wlfo to kill her and his two
boyB, Jacob and Adolph, aged six and
two respectively, then to Kill himself.
Ho wroto his wife's father in Switzerland
last night, enclosing $20, being money bor-
rowed to pay his fare, to this country. Ho
fastened his wife in the bedroom and shot
her and set fire to the houso, and claims that
he jumped out of tho window and went down
into the street wearing only his undershirt.

One boy was alive when taken from the
flameB, but soon died. The firo was put out,
the wound is in tho brest of tho woman.
There is a bad bruiso on the cheek of tho
youngest boy. The house is half a inilo
from the depot. Hodel Bays ho
would have Killed himself if tho
gun had not broken in knocking tho panel
out of 'the door. The couplo quarrelled two
woeks ago about a cow and havo had other
quarrels sinoe.

WABtriNaTOK, Hot. 2. Tho Supreme Court
denies the application for a writ of error in
tho Anarchists' cases.

Tho opinion of tho Court, whleh was deliv-
ered by Chiof-Justlc- o VVaito, was quite
lengthy and onterod fully into every detail
presented by tho petitioners.

Tho court prepared tho rovlow of argument
with tho statemont that questions only would
bo considered, tho charactor of which en.
titlod them to presentation in the Supremo
Court of the Unitod States.

Tho decision of tho Supremo Court of
Illinois as to tho limitation of State
as well as Federal uowor by
tho Tonrtoenth Amondmont was then de-

clared affirmed. Tho alleged disqualification
of two of tho jurors in tho original trial on
account of expressed opinions was reyiowod
at length and tho verbatim examination read.

Tho Court held that in tbo first case tho
jurors woro aoceptcd by tho dofense
when 112 peremptory challenges still
remained to that side. In tho
caso of tho othor juror the peremptory
ohnllonpes being exhausted and challengo for
causo boing overruled and accepted by both
sides, the question could not bo raised horo,
as it was not within tho oxoIubIvo Juris-
diction of tho State Court and had beon

by tho Supreme Court as confirming
striotly to tho Btato law. The claim that
Spies, after testifying in his own cose, was
improporly cross-oxainln- should have been
made in tho Btato Court only as it concerned
State jurisdiction solely and could not be
considered here.

The question of rights guaranteed under
tho treaty with Germany should havo been
raised in tho Btato courts.

It is posslblo that the court at
Washington had legal grounds for acting
as it aid, but the decision undoubt-
edly proves that the constitutional
rights and fundamental liberties of the citi-
zen have practically become a sham and a
lie. What the highest court of the country
has now sanctioned is the most horri-
ble judicial murder ever committed
in any country. I am used to the
Czar's methods of terrorism and violence,
but even in Bussia an execution of this
kind would be an utter Impossibility. Vera
Sassulitch, who shot Gen. Trepoff,
was acquitted by a Russian jury,
although sho gjoriod in what she
had done. Here seven innocent men have
been convicted by an American jury and will
be hanged by n American sheriff under the
protection of th glorious Stars 'and Stripes,
not for what they havo done, but for opinions
thoy have expressed."
